SAD DROWNING 
ACCIDENT 


> .Monday afternoon, between five and 
six o’clock, while Douglas Bullock, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. A..G. Bullock, 
about five years old, and three other: 
boys, two Tresler lads, aged nine and 
five; ‘and Mr. Townsend's Jad, aged 
six, were playing on the bank of the 
creek near the traffic bridge going in- 
to Waskasoo Park, Douglas Bullock 
fell in and was drowned. 

It appears from, the storyetold by 
the boys, because there were no other 

- witnesses, ‘that little: Douglas’ tried to 
get a drink, and ‘slipped and fell into 
the water, pulling the little Tresler lad 
in With him.- The older Tresler boy 
succeeded in reaching his brother and 
pulling him out, but could not reach 
the other boy, who was further out, 
the water being from three to five 
feet deep at this point, and very dark 
owing to a mud bottom, and owing to 
the beavers again making a dam at 
this point, a few rods west of the 
bridge going into the park. The boys 
hurried home, and were put to bed, 
stating the other lad was still in the 
water. The alarm was at once given, 
and Mr. Bullock, Mr. Byers, young. 
Stanway and others rushed to the 
spot, an@d young Stanway found the 
body and’ took it out. Dr. MacKenzia 
was -quickly called, and everything 
possible was done to resuscitate the 
lad, but he had been in the water for 
nearly half an hour, and all efforts fail- 
ed to bring him back to life. 

The small children had never wan- 
‘dered from their home in Parkvale 
before, but owing to Mr. Tresler pre- 
paring to move from the city, and the 
older boy being with them, their ab- 
sence was not noticed.

THE LATE E JAMES BOWER 


1. ‘community at large ee shock- 
ed on Monday last to hear. of, the sud- 
den death of James Bower, one of the 
pioneer’ farmers of this district, and 
one of the most prominent .figures in 
the life of the great. United Farmers’ 
ssociation of this province, death 
occurring at his residence after a few 
days of illness, although he has been 
in poor health for.some years follow- 
ing the three strenuous years, as 
president of the U.F.A, 

Mr. Bower was born on the 26th day 
of January, 1860, in the county - of 
Dufferin, Ontario, and came to Al- 
berta in 1899, settling on his present 
homestead in 1890. He and his boys 
were among the largest farmers of 
the district, their specialty being Per- 
cheron horses. He was one of the 
stalwart founders of the organized far- 
mers’ movement in Alberta, having 
been the first president of the United 
Farmers of Alberta in January, 1909, 
an office he held for three years. He 
was also the first president of the 
Canadian council of agriculture. He 
founded the Red Deer Co-operative 
association, the first in the province, 
which was afterwards united into the 
Alberta Co-operative association and 
then with the’ U.G.G. He was one of 
the members of the pork packing com- 
mission appointed by the Laurier 
government. Mr. Bower practically 
spent the best twenty years of his life 
in the organization of Alberta farmers 
along various co-operative lines, and 
his work and memory will be held in 
the highest respect and gratitude. 

Mr. Bower was married to Miss 
Catharine Elizabeth McLean, 38 years 
ago, and they had a family.of two 
daughters and seven sons. One 
daughter died in 1907. One son, John, 
was drowned in the Peace River coun- 
try when surveying with an engineer- 
ing party, seventeen years ago. 
Arthur, another son was killed in the 
great war, he being a member of the 
Engineers, in 1916. The five remain- 
ing sbns are James, residing in Bal- 


moral; Hugh, at Loyalist; Don,’ at 
Balmoral; .Charles and Norman at 
home. .Miss Grace {is also at home 


with her mother. 

The funeral will leave the family 
residence, Sunny Brook Farm, south 
of the city, on Thursday afternoon at 
2.30 o’clock, for Red Deer Cemetery. 

The sorrowing wife and family 
have the heartfelt sympathy of the 
entire community in their great 
bereavement. 


DR, CRUMMY COMING 


The transfer of the Rev. Dr. Eber 
Crummy from the Saskatchewan Con- 
ference to the Alberta Conference has 
been arranged. Dr. Crummy is now 
pastor of ‘the big Methodist church in 
Moose Jaw, and has accepted the call 
to Red Deer as pastor of the Leonard 
Gaetz Memorial church here. Subject 
to the approval of the Alberta Con- 
ference Stationing Committee, Dr. 
Crummy would assume his duties 
here about the end of June. 

Dr. Crummy has held several very 
important~ posts, among others the 
pastorate of Grace church,\Winnipeg, 
the mother of Western Methodism, 
and the Principalship of Wesley Col- 
lege, Winnipeg, before going to Moose 
Jaw. The Winnipeg Tribune of April 
21, in the “I First Saw” column,’ writ- 
ten by “The Wanderer,” gave a 
lengthy write-up on Dr. Crummy, clos- 
ing with the following paragraph: 

“A critic has summed up the Meth- 
odist leader's qualities in these few 
words: As a pulpit speaker, powerful- 
ly eloquent; as a Biblical and general 
scholar, comprehensive; as a person- 
ality, genial and magnetic; as a lead- 
er, resourceful; and as a pastor, en- 
ergetic and attentive. 

In coming to Red Deer, Dr. Crummy 

has been prompted by a desire to be 
near his family, his two sons having 
bought a farm near Condor. Mrs. 
McKinney, M.L.A. in the Alberta Leg- 
islature, is a sister of the Doctor's. 
He also finds the work of the big city 
church rather too strenuous for him 
now. He will be a valuable acquisi- 
tion to the citizenship of Red Deer.

U.S. Transport Attracted to Japanese 
Vessel by Smoke. 


Seattle—43 of the 65 survivors of 
the Japanese freighter Tokuyio Maru 
which burned to the water's edge off 
the Oregon coast with a loss of eight 
lives, were in Seattle hospitals suffer- 
ing from shock and exposure. The 


remaining 22 survivors reported them- 
selves already recovered from their 
experiences. Only one body of the 
eight dead has been recovered. 

Capt. Kerr, master of the Buford, 
declared his ship had not received an 
“S.0.S.” from the Tokuyio Maru, but 
was attracted to the stricken vessel 
by sighting tre column of smoke. 

“We had just been having boat 
drill,” Capt. Kerr said, “when I saw 
the smoke in the distance. We were 
12 miles distant then, and 55 minutes 
later were on the scene. 

“There were constant explosions, 
and with every explosion the flames 
shot 100 feet in the air and bales of 
cotton were hurled 200 feet high.” 

Capt. Suzuki, master of the Toku- 


yio Maru, said the fire started in the 
coal bunkers, and was due, he believ- 
ed to spontaneous combustion. 

The ship carried 1,000 tons of coal, 
700 tons of fuel oil, and a big cargo 
of nitrates, lumber and cotton.

Among the creditors interested the 
chief is Henry Carstons, of Seattle, 
trustee for the bondholders in the 
recent bond issue of $500,000 sold by 
the Foundation.

United States. The total liabilities 
are not revealed, nor are the assets. ' 

The Foundation, which is headed by 
C. S= Noble, controlled more than 
30,000 acres of land, of which over 
20,000 was in one farm, at the Camer- 
on ranch, north-east ‘of Lethbridge. 
This big ranch was purchased in 1917 
from the Cameron~estate of New 
York. In addition to this, .there are 
five other farms, with the town of 
Nobleford as their center.

Daughter of Head of Masonic Order in 
North Munster, and Police Inspector 
Killed. 


Belfast, May 15.—Miss Barrington, 
only daughter of Sir Charles Barring- 
ton of Glenstel Castle, County Limer- 
ick, and head of the Masonic order in 
Saturday night by civilians while 
North Munster, and Police Inspector 
Piggs, were shot dead from ambush 
motoring from Killosully to Newport, 
County Killarney. Nine policemen, 
two soldiers and several other persons 
were killed Saturday and today in at- 
tacks and counter-attacks. For gen- 
eral and organized violence Saturday 
and today probably were the worst 
since January, 1919. All casualties 
except one occurred in the area of the 
southern parliament. 

The exception was at Dromore, Ty- 
rone, where a Sinn Feiner was shot 
dead. One constable was shot dead 
and two others wounded Saturday at 
Drumemlagher. A party of police go- 
ing to their relief was fired on and 
two policemen hurt. 


Fierce fighting followed an attack 
on the Bandon police baracks. The 
military and police swept the streets 
with machine guns at about the same 
thne armed civilians marched through 
Dunmanway, County Cork. Being fol- 
lowed by auxiliaries in motor lorries, 
they shot and killed several horses in 
the streets to delay their pursuit. 


All roads south and west of Cork 
rave been trenched at many points. 


One hundred civilians were repuls- 
ed in an attack on the Clonskilty bar- 
racks with rifles and machine guns on 
Saturday. Four attackers were seen 
to fall. 

Two gunners of the Royal Marine 
artillery stationed at East Ferry, 
County Cork, were shot dead Saturday 
might. This was the first attack on 
naval forces. At Castletown and 
Berehaven, County Cork, today, two 
soldiers were killed by civilians. 

Bombs were thrown at military lor- 
ries on three occasions in the Dublin 
district today. Several occupants were 
wounded. 


Head Constable Benson was 
and killed at Stralee, Saturday. 


A party of men, according to a Dub- 
lin Castle report, entered Court 
Masherry, several miles east of Ban- 
don, Saturday, and fired on soldiers 
who were off duty. The troops re- 
turned to barracks and the rebels fir- 
ed on the barracks for 20 minutes. 
Two soldiers were slightly wounded. 

Tonight two soldiers were wounded 
near Skibbereen. It ‘is believed one 
will die.

Requested by Western Canada Col- 
onization Association, and its Multi- 
tude of Supporters Throughout

Hon. T. A. Crerar’s statement reads: 


Colonization Association that an in- 
ventory of unoccupied land be taken 
under government auspices in the 
prairie provinces, and that the own- 
ers of such land should be obliged to 
fix a price at which they would sell 
to incoming settlers is, [ think, an 
excellent one. The fact that the price 
so fixed would be made the value for 
assessment of the special Wild Lands 
Tax would keep the owner of the 
land down to a price that was reason- 
ably fair. Land speculation, and for 
that matter speculation in other nat- 
ural resources, has been one of the 
worst evils this country has suffered 
from. 


It is generally agreed that Canada 
needs more people, but an immigra- 
tion policy can only have permanent 
success if the people who are already 
living here are relieved of the artl- 
ficial handicaps under which they 
have labored in the past. of which 
these speculations in land is one. The 
more people that come into the coun- 
try the higher the land speculator 
raises the price. In the best interests 
therefore of the people of Canada the 
proposal that land held out of use 
should be made available for those 
who want to use it is sound and de- 
serves the support of all good Cana- 
dian citizens. This step is in line 
with what the organized farmers of 
Western Canada have advocated for 
many years.”

OBJECT TO CONTRACT POOL 


Objections were voiced in the re- 
port to a contract pool in view of 
the conditions which might arise 
“under which either party to the con- 
tract would find the provisions oner- 
ous to say the least." This, in turn, 
would hring into play, nsychological 
influences which might easily be suf- 
ficient to precipitate the failure of the 
scheme. In other words a_ binding 
contract for several years during a 
transition period, and applying to so 
complicated a matter as wheat mar- 
keting, appears to us to be one of the 
least desirable of steps to be taken 
with a view td improving marketing 
conditions. There is nothing that a 
producer would be required to do 
that he cannot do of his own free 
will. It is much more to producers’ 
interests that they should realize this 
fact than that they should sign a con- 
tract only to learn it was a barrier 
to the real aims. 

PLAN OF OPHRATPION 

Dealing with the possibility cf op- 
erating a voluntary pool on an exper- 
imental scale, the commission says: 

“The general principles of a_vol- 
untary pool involves centralized sell: 
ing, initial advances, and equal dis- 
tribution of proceeds of sales accord- 
ing to grade. The plan of operation 
would be a voluntary pool, where the 
producer may deliver to the pooling 
organization without a contract the 
whole or any portion of his wheat, 
but where there are no optional mar- 
keting channols at the disposal of the 
patron ‘within the pooling organiza- 
tion, all the wheat would be pooled. 
The pooling organization would have 
complete control of the wheat after re-

GERMAN CRIMES INFLICTED 
ON BRITISH 


Captain Muller, a German who was 
in charge of 1,000 British war prison- 
ers at Have le Martel in April, 1918, 
is being tried in London. The evidence 
is being taken by Sir Charles Biron, 
Chief Magistrate for the case in the 
trial of the German war criminals at 
Leipzig. Terrible tales of suffering 
are being detailed by the witnesses. 
It is charged that 1,000 men were 
herded together in three huts. There 
were no floor boards, bedding or 
camp utensils, and the men had to 
sleep on the floor. There was not 
even room for all of them to lie down. 
There was no sanitary arrangements, 
and the only water supply for washing 
was in a small trough, the water in 
which was changed about once in a 
fortnight. Rations were inadequate. 
No meat ration was supplied. The 
men rapidly became weak, and were 
compelled by blows, in spite of their 
weak condition, to go to work. Dys- 
entery at once set in. Within a 
‘nonth five hundred men were down 
with it and the deaths averaged 
about six men per day. It was also 
alleged that Muller committed many 
acts of violence on the prisoners. It 
appeared to have been his amusement 
to ride his horse into the ranks of the 
British prisoners on parade, scatter- 
ing them in all directions and = in 
many cases doing serious bodily harm 
On more than one occasion he was ac- 
tually seen taking photographs of the 
men wrile they were in the agonies of 
dystentery, which indicates the char- 
acter of the man. 
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SMOKE HOUSE FROM BARREL 


Where enough meat is not smoked 
to make it worth while having a reg- 
ular smoke-house, one may take a 
barrel and a few lengths of stove- 
pipe, or, if he wants to make a better 
job, sewer pipe, and make a very 
satisfactory smoke-house. To -make 
such a house proceed as follows: 

Dig a narrow pit from 12 to 18 
inches deep, throwing the earth all 
out on the side. From near the bot- 
tom of this pit dig a trench of suf- 
ficient length to hold one or two 
joints of stovepipe, at such an angle 
as will bring the end away from the 
pit to the surface of the ground. Over 
the end of this pipe set a common 
flour barrel or large cask, as may he 
needed, and, having removed both 
heads, bank up around it with loose 
earth, so that no smoke can escape 
at the bottom. Hang the hams, etc., 
in it, using some round stick to run 
through the strings. Putting a cover 
to the sticks will leave space enough 
for draught to let the smoke pass 
freely. Build a smoke fire of damp 
hard wood in the pit, and you will 
have a cheap, safe and efficient smoke 
house with very lIlttle trouble.

Inthe realm of the physician every- 
thing now is “mind,” or “suggestion,” 
‘faith,” or the “unconscious,” 
physical and material remedies are 
relegated to comparative obscurity. 
In fact, the pendelum has swung vio- 
lently the other way, and it seems de- 
sirable to make a sober and righteous 
adjustment. 

The advice given by the worldly- 
wise physician to the youthful tyro— 
“Hurry up, my boy, and prescribe this 
drug while it is doing good"—express- 
es a half-truth in a ‘picturesque way. 

No doubt many drugs have a vogue 
for a time and then are heard of no 
more; but that is often because an- 


On the other hand, a good many 
drugs have stood the test for years and 
‘remain today as a tower of strength 
when wisely used. I need only cite 
such well-known specifics as quinine 
for malaria, iron for anaemia, bro- 
mide for nervous {rritability, and mor- 
phia for pain—all old fashioned, but 
as useful today as ever they were. 

Of course the patient of the present 
moment is not drenched with drugs 
as was the sufferer of fifty years ago. 
It was*seldom then that a visit from 
a doctor was not followed by a pill, a 
potion, a mixture, and probably a 
leech, a mustard plaster, or a liniment. 
He was attacked from every side, pos- 
sibly with the hope that something at 
any rate would hit the mark. 

Nowadays he is urged to use his 
will-power and alter his outlook, to 


“buck up” and trust to uature,—all, 
no doubt, most wise counsel, but 
there is no earthly reason why it 


should not be supplemented by a 
thoughtful and appropriate prescrip- 
tion. 

Even purely nervous cases which 
demand treatment through the mind 
may at times be much assisted by 
the employment of certain drugs, 
which may prepare the way for ,the 
application of mental methods—for ex- 
ample, in some cases of nervous ex- 
haustion, irritability, anxiety, depres- 
sion, and insomnia. <A drug should. 
however, be taken for its ascertained 
effects, and not used as a medium for 
suggestion, which is the sum total of 
the action of s0 many quack nostrums. 

A well-known French physician has 
said, “Il n’y a pas de maladies, 11 n'y 
a que de malades” (Thére are no sick- 
nesses, there are only sick people); 
but we are still very far from the time 
when we can usefully dispense alto- 
gether with the Pharmacopoeia. By 
all means let us avoid drugging our- 
selves as long as possible, and espec- 
jially drugging without expert guid- 
ance; on the other hand a fitting 
prescription may often minimize suf- 
fering and save valuable time.—Phy- 
sician in Daily Mail.
